As a result of the close relation between the country and the State and the continuous exchange at 
products this made the country districts a menace to the cities. 


Since the organization of the Department of Health these officers have served as the defensive forcp tn kp«n 


lisease from spreading among the residents of the rural districts, and from there into the cities" towns ami boroughs 


Their supervision of cases of typhoid rover on dairy farms and the enforcement of the restrictions prev" fin.
